“ployed to impose upon the people of Italy any 
“particular Government or constitution.” ‘She 
“will endeavour to obtain for the people of Italy 
“freedom from foreign interference by force of 
“arms.” If this opposes Austrian intervention on 
the one hand, it equally opposes French interference 
on the other; and then the question arises, 
whether the presence of 50,000 Frenchmen 
in Lombardy, and of 10,000 at Reme, be not 
a foreign intervention; and whether the savage 
mercenaries levied by his Holiness and the King of 
Naples from the very dregs of Swiss and Austrian 
populations be not, in fact, a foreign intervention, 
paid for, in the present exhausted state both of the 
Papal and Neapolitan finances, by funds transmit- 
ted from foreign States. 

From Italy the Speech glances off to France, and 
the celebrated treaty which is to give the Emperor 
abundance of coal, iron, and raw material, in ex- 
change for his wines. The Speech gives no informa- 
tion beyond the fact that a Commercial Treaty is in 
contemplation which is “ to draw still closer the 
“bonds of friendly alliance between England and 
“France.” Struck by the association of ideas, the 
writer of the Speech darts off to the Peiho, Spain 
and Morocco being ignominiously slurred over, and 
‘gives us an epitome of the troubles there. Here, 
however, the Speech favours us with an inkling of 
the policy likely to be pursued. The plenipoten- 
tiaries are to make but moderate“ demands, sur- 
rendering, we suppose, the right to place 
a resident Ambassador at Pekin, and accepting 
terms similar to those of the American Treaty. The 
Speech then bounds across the Pacific, and gives due 
praise to the British officials whose caution and pru- 
dence alone prevented a sanguinary collision. Her 
Majesty trusts that “ this affair may be amicably set- 
“tled, in a manner conformable with the just rights 
‘of both countries.” The idea of a settlement of 
a dispute in this quarter, we suppose, leads the writer 
to speak of the settlement of India. From the shores 
of the Pacific we pass back to Hindostan, and are 
congratulated on the “extinction of the embers of 
“ disturbance,’ as some one said before. The Ja- 
lookdars. having received far more than they could 
have hoped to win by victory, are loyal and con- 
tented, and good feeling exists among the Indian 
people. ben 

Glancing at the improvement which has taken place 
in the finances of India, the Speech proceeds back- 
wards to Japan, to commemorate the conclusion of 
a treaty with the “Tycoon” of Japan; and from 
Japan it proceeds to South America, to the chroni- 
cally disturbed Republic of Guatemala, with which 
a treaty has been ratified settling the bounda- 
ries between the dominions of the Republic and 
the British possessions of Belize and Honduras, 
We do not know what may be the terms of this 
treaty, or what further surrender of British territory 
has been made in this quarter. As the Americans 
look forward to immediate war upon Mexico, and 
eventual annexation of the country, we shall probably 
have in this quarter some “ boundary disputes” fully 
as important as that respecting San Juan. 

From the Tycoon of Japan and the Republic of Gua- 
temala the Speech returns home again. Congratulat- 
ing the country on the satisfactory condition of the 
revenue, it states that the estimates have been 
“ framed with a view to place the military and naval 
“services and the defence of the country upon an 
“efficient footing.” This, of course, involves a 
heavy expenditure, but no intimation is given re- 
specting the sources of supply. Perhaps the Com- 
mercial Treaty with France has rendered a change in 
the Chancellor's Budget necessary, but it would have 
been satisfactory to know that Mr. Gladstone had

rally curious to know how these difficultics are to be

Then there is the state of parties at home, so nearly 
balanced when pitted against each other, so weak in 
their internal organisation. The present Cabinet is in 
itself a little House of Commons, an epitome of every 
shade and form of opinion, and more calculated to give 
representation to each political section than to obey the 
impulse of one mind, or to act with an unanimity 
springing from one sentiment and one conviction. We 
look for a Reform Bill at their hands, but while we do 
so we cannot conceal from ourselves how much diffi- 
culty there must be in obtaining an agreement from a 
body so large and so heterogeneous. -Are these difficul- 
ties even now entirely overcome? Has the Govern- 
ment prepared a mcasure which it can recommend with 
confidence to its supporters because it feels confi- 
dence in itself? If this has been or can be accom- 
plished, we see no reason to doubt that the Ministry may 
retain possession of office until after the dissolution 
founded on the Reform Bill; but it is impossible until 
the measure is actually produced to feel very certain on 
the point. Every day’s observation more and more 
confirms the impression that absolute as has become 
the necessity for a Reform Bill, there is really no hearty 
and effective demand for Reform at all. Money is abun- 
dant, trade is prosperous, and people aretoo well satis- 
fied with tlie gifts of the present hour to look 
narrowly into the abuses of elections, the 
violations of numerical equality, or the wrongs of 
men excluded from tue franchise, but unable to 
allege any tangible grievance as the result of that ex- 
clusion. The whole thing is voted a nuisance and an 
obstruction, and the question will be entertained mainly 
with the view of gecting rid of it during the lives of 
the present generation. This state of the public mind 
towards Reform, made up of such contradictory ele- 
ments, of an indisposition to the subject which might 
almost justify its postponement, and of a desire for its 
settlement which calls imperiously for action, is by no 
means the least of our difficulties, and Government 
will deserve no little credit if they have succeeded in 
devising a measure which can at once suit this 
peculiar state of the popular taste, and unite in a single 
act tLe various opinions contained within itself.

The Times on the War between Spain and Mo- 
rocco :— 


It is sad to think how much has been done during the 
last six years to familiarise people once more with the 
half extinct idea of war. Since January, 1854, all the 
great Powers of Europe, except one, have been at war 
in European quarrels and upon European ground, 
England, France, Russia, and Austria, have been suc- 
cessively engaged; Sardinia and Central Italy were 
drawn into the vortex of strife, and now we see Spain 
embarked upon similar undertakings. 

The Moorish war is now assuming proportions of un- 
expected magnitude, aud offers, indeed, another illustra- 
tion of the maxim that little wars cannot be made by 
great nations. The army of the Spaniards represents the 
power and resources of a considerable European monar- 
chy, and all its appliances are upon a corresponding 
scale of importance. There isa whole fleet of trans- 
ports following the march of the troops along the 
coast; reinforcements and supplics are constantly 
poured in ; and nothing is wanting on the Spanish 
side to give the expedition all the aspect of a 
great European contest. It is probable, indeed, 
that the demands of the war have not been 
over-calculated. In some respects the Moors may 
be contemptible enemies, but the very looseness of their 
organisation gives them strength, and the nature of their 
country contributes much to their protection. Bar- 
barism has its force as well as its weakness. ‘The wild 
and predatory habits of the people make them a nation 
ofcombatants, anda community is necessarily power- 
ful, at any rate for deſensive purposes, in which every 
adult is a fighting man. The want of roads and com- 
munications, which the natives could easily tole- 
rate, is severely felt by the more civilised inva- 
ders, and, if the Moors have little military or poli- 
tical, organisation, the defect is, perhaps, in some 
degree, supplied by the all-pervading “impulse of 
religious fanaticism. Their levies, as might have 
been expected, are utterly incapable of facing the 
disciplined battalions of Spain; even their irregular 
horsemen are no match for European cavalry, but 
they swarm incessantly round the Spanish camp, 
endure repulses without discourage nent, and operate 
with great effect as light troops and skirmishers. 
They have apparently no regular army, but the duty 
of that body is in a manner performed for them by the 
countryjitself. The Spaniards, who are ina more civilised 
region, could march straight onwards, are opposed by 
thickets and mountains, by passes and defiles, while 
their enemies are everywhere at hand to aggravate 
their embarrassments, not, indeed, by scientific obstruc- 
tion, but by interminable assaults. . 

It is impossible to withhold a tribute of praise from 
the merits which, under these circumstances of difficulty, 
the Spanish t have displayed. The demand upon 
their endurance been more severe than would have 
been created by the mere work of fighting. ‘They have 
been called upon to sustain fatigue, privation, and sick- 

ness, like our own soldiers in the Crimes; 
and the inclemency of the weather has been trying in 
the extreme, and more than one touch in our co 
dent’s description will remind the reader of Ba va 
and its miscries.

MELANCIIOLY ACCIDENT AND LOSS OF LIFE.

CASTLEBAR, Tvespar.—I regret having to relate an 
accident ‘of a most distressing nature, which occurred 
near the town of Westport on Monday, and which has 
spread a universal gloom over this neighbourhood. 
Mrs. John Daly, of Westport, having some busi- 
ness to transact in the town of Clifden, pro- 
ceeded there on Monday on an outside car, 
accompanied by her governess and maid, and a 


man driving. A temporary bridge has been erected be- 
tween Westport and Clifden, at a place called Errif, the 
former bridge having been swept away about twelve 
months since; asthe car was passing over this bridge 
the wheel came in contact with a large stone, causing 
such a concussion as to fling Mrs. Daly off the ear, and 
to precipitate her into the river beneath, which being 
much swollen’by the late heavy rains, carried her away 
atonce. The driver in trying to save her, overbalanced 
himself, and, melancholy to relate, both sunk and were 
drowned. 

Mrs. Daly’s body was found, but that of the driver 
has not yet been discovered. The deceased lady was 
wife of Mr. John Daly, proprietor of Daly’s Hotels, 
in Westport, Castlebar and 'Tuam ; and was mother-in- 
law of P. S. Gibbons, Esq., solicitor, Castlebar, and of

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THE CHURCH EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


IMPORTANT MEETING IN BELFAST. 
(FROM OUR OWN REPORTERS.) 

The annual meeting of the Down, Connor, and Dro- 
more Church Education Society was held yesterday, in 
the Music Hall, Belfast, and, as regards, the attendance 
of the clergy and laity of the diocese, was commensurate 
with the great importance of the society, and evidenced 
its increasing growth and vitality. The meeting was nu- 
merously attended and perhaps was the most influen- 
tial which has ever taken place in Belfast in connection 
with the society. 

The Rev. Mr. Pollock, A. M., attended as a deputa- 
tion from Dublin, for the purpose of communicating 
to the meeting public opinion in the city as to the 
result of the society’s past operations, and the beneficial 
effects everywhere experienced from its working, and 
also to express his views regarding religious instruction 
in the schools under the care of the National Board of 
Education.

The proceedings having been opened with prayer by 
the Rev. Dr. Miller, Vicar of Belfast, 

The Chairman rose, and saiji—Ladies and gentlemen, 
I feel that I cannot more properly commence the few 
observations which I have to make in opening this 
meeting than by expressing aj sincere desice and prayer 
that a special blessing maydescend upon our deliberations 
this day. We meet ata time which is felt by all to be of 
no ordinary importance. A liope prevails in the minds 
of many people that a satisfactory adjustment of our 
differences with the National Board of Education may, 
with some degree of probability, be looked forward to 
in the ensuing session of Parliament ; and different me- 
thods have been proposed for the reconciliation of our 
differences. I think it is impossible for any one to dis- ! 
sent from the opinion that it is most desirable that such 
a reconciliation, if possible, sliould take place. (Hear, 
hear.) After nearly thirty years of struggling and pri- 
vation, it is not likely that the friends of the Church 
Education Society should be now indifferent to the 
advantages arising therefrom. (Hear, hear.) The opposi- 
tion of the Irish Church Education society has always been 
free from any participation of faction. The society 
has continued steady throughout successive changes 


of Ministry, and has always preserved its freedom and 
independence from political considerations. (Hear hear.) 
And the reason of this is, that they have been contend- 
ing fer principle, which they hold to be sacred—that 
principle is the free and unrestricted use of the Scrip- 
tures in the schools under their care. (Hear, hear.) 
I hold those to be deserving of honour end praise, who 
have come forward wich methods for reconc.ling 
differences with the National Board. (Hear, hear.) Even 
although we may not consider those proposals satisfac- 
tory, yet we must give them credit for a sincere desire 
for the welfare of our religion and our country ; and, 
while I am bound to say that I have not seen any me- 
thod proposed which appears satisfactory to my 
mind, yet 1 think we ought not to despair of seeing 
those proposals, to say the least, as stepping stones 
towards some arrangement which will be satisfactory 
to us all. It has been said, and truly said, that we 
ought now to be satisfied with a minimum; or, in other 
words, that we should be ready to make any concession 
short of intact principle. In this, I think, all unani- 
mously agree. The only difference of opinion which 
may arise is as to what constitutes that vital principle 
which we must not concede. (Hear, hear.) I think it 
the most satisfactory course to abstain, at least for the 
present from stating my individual opinion on the subject, 
and I will conclude my observations by expressing a 
sincere hope, that while every possible congession is 
made to the board, our one vital principle may still be 
left intact. (Applause.) 

Rev. J. E. Hartrick then read a lengthy report, from 
which the following is abstracted :— 

“The Committee of the Down and Connor Church 
Education Society having completed their year of office. 
have the pleasure of presenting the society's 22nd report 
to its friends. They rejoice, at the outset, to state that 
the Divine blessing appears in a remarkable manner to 
have attended the society’s operations during the year, 
both the number and efficiency of the schools having 
been more than maintained, whilst the scholars present 
at inspection and those advanced for proficiency, greatly 

ed those of any former years. The committee 

can have no doubt that the gratifying 
oe thus made in the efficiency of the 
society’s schools is mainly due, under God, to the 
system of periodical inspection which has been lately 
established to the rewards given to the teachers on 
the inspectors’ reports,and to the supply of school re- 
quisites, free or at reduced prices, which have been 
granted—arrangements which the committee were en- 
abled to make two years ago, from the additional funds 
at their disposal for such purposes by 

the friends of the society. The committee have 
the pleasure of adding, that although the de- 
mands upon the resources of the society were 
in the year now closed, arising 

such increased prosperity, the income has not 
fallen short of the expenditure. The committee now 
to lay before the members of the society i's 

in detail. The schools connected with the 

at the close of 1858, were 232, with 
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1859, the school books and other 
depository were valued at £74 Os. 10d. During the 
yeara grant of requisites to the amount of £30 was 
generously made by the committee of the Church Educa- 
tion for Ireland. in addition to the usual yearly 
grant of £53 28. 2d. on behalf of the London Hibernian 
school. Stock was also purchased by the committee for £186 
10s. 4d. The grants of books and requi-ites made by 
the committee during the year amounted to £86 13s 2d, 
while the sales amounted to £141 is. 5d. School requi- 
sites, amounting to £217 14s. 7d., were supplied to the 
schools from the depository in the year now ended; and 
if to this sum was added the value of the requisites 
supplied in the previous year, the entire supply of both 
years reached the sum of £470 18s. 9d. The com- 
mittee begged to express their deep obligation to the 
committee of the Hibernian Bible Society, for their 
liberal grant of Bibles, and 300 New Testaments, 
&c., for the use of the society’s schools. With gratitude 
to the Giver of all good things, the committee were per- 
mitted to give a satistactory report of the finances of 
the seciety fur the year now closed ; for although the 
expenditure of the year was unusually large, owing to 
the increased amount of the sale of school requisites at 
the reduced prices, together with a large increase in the 
amount of gratuities awarded to the teachers, still a 
small balance remained to the credit of the society. 
The whole income of the society for the year 1859 was 
£1,391 3s. 2d., of which £497 16s. 6d. were subscriptions, 
£319 0s 744 were collections in churches, £190 a handsome 
sum which was presented by the Ladies’ Auxiliary Asso- 
ciation, whose untiring zeal, successful labours, and Chris- 
tian faithfulness in the cause ot this society had contribu- 
ted so much to cheer the friendsof Scriptural education. 
These dioceses merited the warmest thanks of the com- 
mittee. The committee would not feel justified in per- 
mitting the supporters and friends of the society to 
suppose from these encouraging circumstances that its 
income was sufficient for its warts, or even for carrying 
on satisfactorily those arrangements which have been 
considered so necessary for promoting the efficiency of 
these schools. A much larger income was required, 
and therefore they would confidentially appeal to the 
friends of Scriptural education in these dioceses, 
and especially to those sound-hearted members of our 
Protestant Reform. The committee could not conclude 
the report without making a brief reference to the state 
of the education question in this country. They were 
aware of the critical position in which the society and 
its great cause had been placed by circumstances which 
had recently occurred. In the first place, the recent 
dissatisfaction of the Romish prelates with the National 
Board, expressed in their unconstitutional and 
arrogant demands for a pro-Popish change in 
that system, was used by some to disparage the 
cause of the Church Education Society and its 
supporters, by classing together the Romish prelates 
and Irish clergy, as combined opponents of the board, 
and combined advocates of separate grants for their re- 
spective. denominational schools. The report went en 
to say that while they wished to express their hearty 
willingness to co-operate with the Government of the 
country in the united education of the poorer ciasses, 
they could see no reason to abandon the principle for 
which they have so long contended—the reading of the 
Holy Seriptures in ali schools under their ewn control.” 
Letters of apology were read from several gentlemen, all 
of whom expressed their deep regret for not being able to be 
present at the meeting of a society in which they took such a 
deep interest. 
R. F. Gordon, Esq., D. L., came forward to move the first 
resolution, and was received with loud app'ause. He said 
he felt extremely gratified at having an opportunity, by 
having a resolution placed in his hands, of making a few ob- 
servations at this eventful stage of the education question. 
The resolution which was committed to him was as fol- 
ows :— 

“ Resolved—That the encouraging report of the society's 
operations in the past vear, now read, calls for the devout 
thanks of this meeting to Almighty God, for the success 
vouchsafed ; and that the report be adopted, printed, and cir- 
culated, with such appendix as may be deemed desirable, 
under the direction of the committee for the ensuing year.” 


He felt it was an easy task, attended with no difficulty, after 
the very cheering statements contained in the report, to move 
its adoption. He would not enter into the many important 
details connected with the education question, but he wished 
to congratulate them, and the religious publicgenerally, on the 
successful progress which the invaluable Church Education 
Soeiety was making in this country. (lear, hear.) It was 
quite superfluous for him on that occasion to say what had | 
been already better said, that the education imparted in the 
schools of the society was conducted upon the basis of in- 
spired truth, and upon the infallible Word of God. 
If it were conducted upon any other principle—upon 
any other foundation than that, it would not re- 
ceive the important support, nor, was he inclined to 
believe, would it be countenanced by the presence of that large 
and distinguished meeting. (Hear, hear.) He might be per- 
mitted to observe that it afforded him no small amount of 
gratitication to see present a large number of that sex whose 
efforts had been so eminently success/ul in promoting the in- 
terests of this society. (Applause.) He had thought 
many years with no niall amount of anxiety upon 
the different propositions which had been put forward, 
with a view of conciliating the differences so well 
alluded to by the chairman. He would not treap 
upon the delicate ground which some of these observations 
opened, but there was one point upon which he would venture 
to express an opinion—that the Church Education Society 
would take no Íower standard of principle than that upon 
which it rested, which was the Scriptures of the living God. 
(Hear, hear.) He would go further, and venture to say that 
no system of education unless founded upcn this principle,could 
stand. TheWord of God shall stand for ever. (Hear, hear.) 
So fat as he was personally concerned, he would give his 
cordial support to the principles of the Church Education 
Society ; and he could not conceive any reasonable or leyiti- 
mate excuse or pretence for the assertion that the chil ‘ren 
who partook of the benefits of the secular education afforded 
in their school should not be allowed also to participate in 
the religious instruction derived from the reading of the 
Bible. (Hear, hear.) It occurred to him, that they would 
Und in the Old Testament Scriptures unimpeachable au- 
thogity for the basis upon which this society was feunded. 
Hie begged reverentially to refer to the early portion of 
ure, under the Mosaic Law, to the words of Joshua 
to the people of Israel :—* All these words which 
and you this day shall be in your heart: thou shalt 
k them when thou sittest—thou shalt diligently teach 
to thy children—thou shalt speak them when thou 
t in thy house—thou shalt talk of them when 
walkest by the way—when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up.” He would also add the re- 
markable and emphatic language addressed by the 
law giver, Moses, to the people of Israel :—“ Let your 
hearts be upon the words which I testify among you this day, 
for it is no vain thing I offer to you, because it is your life.” 
After the death of Moses they wereaware, under the Divine 
dispensation, the power was trans‘erred to Joshua, and the 
language addressed to Joshua was peculiarly strong:—“ This 
Book of the Law shall not pass out of thine house—thou 
shalt remember all the things that are written therein, for then 
thou shalt make thy way prosperous—then shalt thou have 
good success.” Now, if obedience and observance of this law 
was impressed upon the people of Israel by the Almighty, 
it was also impressed upon us. They found, in reading the 
lives of the Monarchs of Judea that in proportion as they 
obeyed the law, in proportion as- the reigning powers en- 
forced its obedience, by making provision for the education

meet your approbation. (Hear, hear.) I confess—and I 
never was afraid to state my opinion in any place—lI con- 
fess that, as au individual, I do not altogether participate in 
those honest and conscientious objections which have pre- 
sented a great many of my brethren from hitherto availing 
themselves of the aid cf Board of National Education, 
(Hear, hear.) But, though that is my private and in- 
Gividual opinion, I am the no Jess anxious that some measure 
should be adopted to save the Church of Ireland 
from its present anomalous position. (Hear, hear.) To 
meet the conscientious objections of my brethren, some 
arrangements might be made which would altogether re- 
move or modify these conscientious scruples. This is my 
opinion, and I am convinced that such an arrangement as 
that would be equally advantageous to the interests of the 
Church and to the National System ef Education in Ireland 
itself. (Hear, hear.) I consider, sir, that the clercy 
of the Established Church in Ireland, from their eccle- 
siastical position—from their high academic qualifica- 
tions, from their diocesan and parochial organisation, ex- 
tending over every portion of the land, and.“ above all, from 
their unrivalled zeal for Scriptural education, are precisely 
and pre-eminently the class of men by whom the National 
System of Education could be most effectively advanced and 
most efficiently superintended. (Applause.) I consider, 
sir, the National System of Education, in which the 
great mass ef the clergy of the National Chugch 
do not co-operate, is something like the acting of the play of 
Hamlet, omitting the part of Hamlet. (Laughter.) That is 
my opinion, and I will not delay your time by adverting any 
more to my private opinion. I attended here this day, 
humble individual as I am, simply to manifest my 
deep respect for the conscientious opinions of my 
beloved brethren, and my ardent desire not to stereotype 
the arrangements which prevent their conscientious co- 
operation. (Hear, hear.) I come forward at this 
time because every conscientious lover of the Church 
ought to come forward and show his zeal and anxiety to meet 
those opinions, and in some respects net to have the National 
Board continue as it ever was, but lay our heads together 
like Christians, and endeavour to arrange some plan by which 
this melancholy and unhappy division might be healed. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The Chairman tBen put the resolution, which was carried 
unanimously, 

The Rev. Dr, Miller said it was a privilege, at this impor- 
tant crisis in the history of education in our country, for 
every one to take his part. He, for one, rejoiced at the part 
the Dean of Down had taken, and be rejoiced at the part that | 
that meeting had taken inthe movement which they were 
assembled to advance and maintain. (Hear, hear.) When 
he looked at the noble array of fathers in the Church, and of 
brothers too, and when he saw the aristocracy of the country 
so well represented at that large and influential 
meeting, he assured them that his heat beat 
high with sincere gratitude, (Hear, hear.) The subject 
of education was one fraught with great importance, but he 
held for one that every education was imperfect that was not 
based upon the Bible. (Hear, hear.) There was, however, a 
religious denomination under the section of Popery that hated 
the light, and would not come to it.] (Hear, hear.) Hespoke 
not of individuals, but of the system. He held it upon his 
own knowledge and experience that the Roman Catholic, in- 
dividually, was anxious to receive the Scriptures, but the 
tyranny exercised by the priest prevented him from reading 
the Scriptures. (Hear, hear.) Could they hold any fellow- 
ship with darkness? No, they must rot touch, nor taste, nor 
handle any system whatever that would do dishonour to 
God's Holy Word. (Applause.) And new, what was to be 
done at this important crisis of the history of education in 
Ireland? ‘The prelates ef the church, careful watchmen on 
the walls of Zion,’ the faithful clergy following in their wake, 
and a noble Christian people bringing up the rear. would hoist 
their flag and set it floating in the breeze upon that venera- 
ble but strong rampart—the Church Education Society. 
(Applause.) The rev. gentleman concluded by proposing 
the resolution: 


“ Resolved—That while this meeting asserts the fundamen- 
tal principle of the Church Education Society—namely, the 
right of all to the free use of God's revealed Wcerd—and the 
unlawfulness of any priest or parent interdicting the same, 
it also maintains that no interference with parental authority 
is eountenanced by the rules of the society.” 


The Rev. Alexander Pollock, on coming forward to ad- 
dress the meeting, was received with loud applause. He 
said—lI feel it a great pleasure, Christian friends, to attend 
the present meeting. With every thing that has fallen from 
preceding speakers on the vast and incalculable importance 
of the present juneture for the cause of Scriptural educatien 
in Ireland, I most thoroughly and heartily concur. No more 
momentous period in the existence of this controversy has 
ever arisen since its first commencement. It is made mo- 
mentous by three distinct circumstances, each of which 
deserves our most serious and mature consideration. First of 
all, there is that notorious mevement on the part of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy of Ireland, which avowedly aims 
at getting an uncentrolled hold upon the educational funds 
of the country for their own particular purposes. Secondly, 
these are the accusations which have been put forward fromtime 
to time since the appearance of that prelatic address, afiirming 
that the friends of Seriptural education in Irelan 1 and the 
Reman Catholic party were both drawing in the same di- 
rection, and both aiming at one common object—namely, that 
each should getan apportionment of the funds of the State 
into their own hands, todo with them irresponsibly what 
they liked. The third consideration is, that it has been 
said at various times of late that there is a cooling down and 
a subsidence of that interest in our cause which once 
existed on the part of our laity, and that they are getting 
tired of this practical controversy, and that they desire 
earnestly the war should cease, even if we should relin quien 
the principle we hald dear. I cannot believe that in this. 
ey own particular locality, at least, such a subsistence of 
ay feeling and earnestness and sympathy can be discovered. 
It was my privilege to attend here last year, on a 
similar occasion to the present, and unless my eyes 
are greatly at fault, this assembly that I now address far 
exceeds in numbers and in influence that which was then as- 
sembled. (Applause.) I believe, also, without making in- 
vidious comparisons, that the present meeting contrasts very 
remarkably, indeed, with other educational meetings which 
were held in this town some time ago. (ear, 
hear.) Let me, then, as far as your own neigh- 
bourhood is concerned, thank God, that He is Keeping 
up in your breasts a spirit of loyalty to your good cause;

The reading 
of the Scriptures, either in the Protestant Authorised or 
Douay Version, the teaching of catechisms, public prayer, 
and all other religious exercises, come within the rules Is to 
religious instruction, The patrons and managers ot all 
National Schools have the right to permit the Holy Scrip- 
tures (either in the Authorised or Douay Version) to be read, 
at the time or times set apart for religious instruction; and 
in all vested schools the parents or guardians of the 
children have the right to require the patrons and mana- 
gers to afford opportunities for the reading of the Holy 
Seriptures in the scheol-room, under proper persons ap- 
proved of by the parents or guardians for that purpose. 
Rule 12 states religious instruction, prayer, or other reli- 
gious exercises, may take place at any time, before and after 
the ordinary school business (during which all children, of 
whatever denomination they may be, are required to attend); 
but must not take place more than once, at an interwediate 
time between the commencement and the close of the ordi- 
nary school business. The Commissioners, however, will 
net sanction any arrargement for religious instruction, 
prayer, or other religious exercises at an intermediate time in 
cases where it shall appear to them that such an arrangement 
will interfere with the usefulness of the school, by preventing 
children of any religious denomination from availing 
themselves of its advantages, or by subjecting those 
in attendanca to any practical inconvenience. Those 
ure the rules on the subject calculated by the board. 
la certain schools in your province it wis custom- 
ary for children to be struck down in the most deep 
spiritual concern ut all times of the day, and without regard 
to what the business in the school might be, they were 
struck down at their geography lesson and at their sewing, 
and this not in single numbers, but sometimes eight and 
nine, and tea at a time.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesternay.

REFORMS IN RUSSIA. 

The following indicates the prozress of tle Serf 
question :— 

The committee of revision on the Serf question have 
decided, according to an article in the Berlin National 
Zeitung, that vassalage shall entirely cease, but that the 
transition to the new state of things shall labour for 
their masters during two days of the week. 

A letter from Warsaw of January 14, in the Breslau 
Gazette’ states that the Emperor has recently issued 
several acts of grace. From the first day of this year 
an imperial ukase comes into operation, according to 
which the position of dismissed men from the former 
Polish army and the circumstances of their wives aud 
children will be ameliorated. According to a further 
resolve of the Emperor, the amount of 100,000 silver 
roubles will be appropriated from the reserve found in 
the budget of the kingdom of Poland for this year, 
towards the support of the Government officerg. The 
last number of the Gazeta Rzadowa contains an order, 
dated July 3, 1859, respecting the admission of minors, 
the sons of the Polish nobility, into the cadet corps. 
The order has only thus been made public for the first 


time. —

If he plante I the hills around the spot which would be 
selected, he would doubtless add greatly tothe picturesque 
beauty of the nice and handsome village he had 
named, and add considerably to the value of his property. 
the reservoir would form a beautiful lake, in a 
vale surrounded by hills or mountains, and 
could hardly be surpassed in scenic beauty, 
in any part of the country. Another important point 
would be effected by thiswork. They would not thereby 
injure the millers along the river, for they would pro- 
cure that which every miller most desired—a reservoir 
to store water during the summer months. They would, 
too, increase, instead of diminish, the beauties of the es- 
tates along the river. He might be told, however, that 
this reservoir would undergo a leakage ; but from the 
nature ofthe strata in the locality, he did not think that 
likely. Supposing, however, that it did take place, then 
the leakage would flow into the river itself, and not be 
lost. It was most important that they should avoid as 
much as possible incurring the real or imaginary damage 
which would be laid by parties along the river; for 
every man having a mill upon it, though his income 
from it wasin reality very small, would magnify it as 
much as possible, in order to obtain the largest amount 
he could in the shape of compensation. ‘They had all 
heard of the case of Mulligan versus Tuite, and the re- 
sult of it; and he was persuaded that if they did not 
take this precaution, the Corporation would have an 
immense number of Mulligans upon the list. Alderman 
Lambert concluded his remarks by saying that if the 
citizens of Dublin were aequainted with the merits of 
the project, they would look upon it with an approving 
eye, and give it as hearty a support as that which he 
tendered it. 


Martin, of Trinity Ward, for instance, had a hobby in 
Irish paving-stones, and surely Mr. Whelan was entitled 
to have his.
